pandoned their principles, for which 
Ruskin has 50 vigorously praised them. 

The camera in England influenced the 
technique of the pre-R: who tried 
to rival the completeness of its’ records of 
phenomena in light and shade, The opposite 
experiment—the attempt to separate the 
artist's function from the camera's and limit 
painting to the residuum—was made here by 
the American James Whistler, whom Ruskin, 
who had by this time become a Philistine 
through success, was for this reason unable 
to understand. 

‘The last decades of the century saw the 
triumph of imitators of the pre-Raphaclites 
in their degeneration and of Whistler, the 
triumph of Burne-Jones, who imitated 
Botticelli, the triumph of Watts, who ex- 
pected the public to regard his imitations of 
The decorative art of the Doge’s palace in 
Venice as pictorial sermons, and the triump 
cf English imitations of French Impressio 
work. Then, in the first decade of the twen- 
tieth century, the Modern Movement in art 
began to make itstlf felt in England; and 
the character of that movement I shall discuss
